The application has been amended as follows: 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 
2,4,9,1 0,1 3,1 4,46,47,49,51 ,53,55,57,59 directed to Species II of restriction requirement 
sent out on 2/26/2009 and Invention II of the restriction requirement sent out on 
4/25/2005 non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 
2,4,9,10,13,14,46,47,49,51,53,55,57,59 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1,3,5-8,11,12,15-20,48,50,52,54,61 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1,3, 

Yamazaki (Fig. 12,13) discloses the liquid crystal apparatus such as the 
switching element (202) formed over the insulating film (102), an adhesive (1107) 
adhered to the insulating layer (102),and wherein the plastic substrate (1 108) covers an 
entirety of the pixel portion. 

Yamazaki does not disclose the backlight unit having a plurality of light emitting 
elements on the substrate and the specific location of the polarizer. 

Okazaki et al discloses the backlight unit comprising of a resin on the light 
emitting diode which are on a substrate. 

Burkholder (US 6975369) discloses the polarizer in between the substrate (118) 
and the backlight (214). Burkholder does not disclose that the polarizer is attached to 
the insulator through an adhesive; Burkholder only discloses the polarizer attached to 
the substrate (118). 

The prior art does not disclose nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to include a polarizing plate disposed between the liquid crystal device 
and the back light unit, the polarizing plate being attached to the insulating film by an 
adhesive wherein the insulating film is in direct contact with the adhesive; wherein the 
polarizing plate is directly attached to the back light unit. 

Claims 5,6,15-20,48,52,61 depend on Claim 1, therefore are allowable. 

Claims 6-8,11,12,15-20,50,54,61 depend on Claim 3, therefore are allowable.
